A Variety of Prominent Heavenly Tints 
Analyze. 

“You have ald noticed,” said an as"

Consequently 
the blue rays are more thoroughly 
refracted. 

‘*The atmosphere bas many effects in 
modifying the appearance of the sky 
and the heavenly bodies. Look at Venus 
over there near the western horizon and 
just below the crescent moon, which has 
come into plain view while we have 
been talking (on account of the deepen- 
ing darkness). Its real distance from 
the horizon is not as great as it appears, 
for the rays of light which it reflects to 
us, and which it receives from the sun, 
are bent downward when they pass into 
our air, perhaps fifty miles from the 
earth’s surface. 

“As the effect is the same as that 
which would be produced were there no 
atmosphere, by rays proceeding from a 
higher star, we locate the body in a 
more elevated position than tne one 
wh?:h it actually occupics. Putadime 
onthe bottom of anail filled with water 
and you have 1ike conditions with a simi- 
lar effect.

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will not touch it, but a spot perhaps an 
inch above the true bottom. Again, do 
you notice how steadily Venus shines? 
If you are herein an hour later, when 
the stars are all out, you will observe 
that ali those near the _ Lorizon, 
the others to a smaller extent, 
are merrily twinkling. This ap- 
pearance, made familiar to all of us by 
theold nursery rhyme: ‘Twinkle, twiskle, 
little star.’ is not noticeable in the 
case of any planet except Mercury, and 
has been a subject of much study on the 
part of scientific men; it is now gener- 
ally believed that it arises from the un- 
equal bending of the rays of light as they 
pass through aerial currents of different | 
temperatures and densities. The facts 
seem to support this theory, for where 
the air is the densest—ncar the horizon 
—the cffect is most noticcable, where it 
is the rarest—in our zenith—it is less 
marked. 

‘*This twinkling produces another il- 
lusion. When we look at the heavens 
onaclear winter’s night the first im- 
pression on our mind is that we see an 


almost infinite number of stars. In 
truth, seldom can an ordinary eye dis- | 
cern more than 2,000 at once; if you 
should observe the sky nightly for a 
whole year there would be presented to 
your view only about 5,000. Butif you 
take a telescope, as Sir Wm. Herschell 
did, and point it toward that portion of 
the milky way which looks the whitest 
and the miikiest, you will see more 
than 600,000 stars pass across the field of 
your instrament every fifteen minutes.”

requisite information. When a Sepoy 
is intrusted with the beating of a butakt 
a mreat.sadness seems to steal over him. 
Ile walks with his head bent down, the 
copper utensil under his arm. Suddenly 
hesooms to recollect what he is required 
to do, and with stariling suddenness be- 
gins beating his instrument long enough 
to arrest the attention of four boys and 
a girl whoare playing marbles. When 
these are gathered around him he be- 
gins reciting in a monotonous and 
wholly unintelligible manner what he 
has tosay. The boys and girls listen to 
him for a few seconds and then go back 
to their marbles, and the Sepoy is loft 
to address the wall opposite to which te 
is standing. When he has finished he 
walks sorrowfully away, and again re- 
peats the performance further down the 
street. 

There is a brisk trade carried on by 
petty venders in the strects of Bombay.
